The 
economy bill will be disposed of before 
the regular appropriation bills are taken 
up for discussion, and its consideration 
will require time. Some of its provisions 
will determine largely the contents of 
the Service appropriations bills.

Here’s a piece of news ffom Geneva. 
The Commission on National Defense 
Expenditures has agreed that a compari- 
son of armaments as between countries 
is not possible on the basis of defense 
expenditures. Our own Professor Wool- 
ley, who is a member of this Commis- 
sion, uttered this sapient observation, 
according to the League’s Journal: 

“Miss Woolley (United States of 
America) thought there was agreement 
that it was not possible to compare the 
armaments of the various countries on 
the basis of expenditures. The American 
delegation had accepted the budget 
method of limitation only as a supple- 
mentary method designed to avoid arma- 
ments competition from a qualitative 
point of view as soon as quanitative 
limitation was an accomplished fact.” 

Perhaps Miss Woolley knew what she 
meant! “Qualitative” has many defini- 
tions and interpretations.

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Include Army Housing 
In Garner Relief Bill 


An army housing program was in- 
cluded in the emergency relief bill when 
that measure was approved by the Ways 
and Means Committee yesterday. 


Members of the House Military Affairs 
Committee appeared before the Ways 
and Means Committee this week during 
hearings on the Garner bill and urged 
the inclusion of HR 12358 as part of the 
billion dollar public works program pro- 
posed to aid unemployment. Estimates 
were presented showing that the Army 
building projects would give employment 
to practically the same number of peo- 
ple as the much larger authorization for 
rivers and harbors. 

Neither ships nor Navy shore con- 
struction, however, will be included in 
the billion dollar public works part of 
the bill when it is reported to the House. 
Although favored by individual members 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
no committee action was taken. It is 
understood that Speaker Garner turned 
thumbs down on any Navy construction 
being inserted in his bill, and this is said 
to be the reason for Chairman Carl Vin- 
son refusing to act. 

Chairman John J. McSwain of the 
House military committee, testified and 
kept in close touch with members of the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

“The housing and Air Corps technical 
construction projects would afford em- 
ployment to 30,000 men next year,” he 
declared. 

With, however, the President opposed 
to the Garner bill, and both Secretary 
of War Hurley and Secretary of the 
Treasury Mills arguing against the 
measure before the committee changes 
of it becoming law, are problematical. 
It is predicted that the bill will quickly 
pass the House by a good majority, but 
will meet considerable opposition in the 
Senate from Administration Senators 
and if passed will have to again be ap- 
proved over the President’s veto. How- 
ever, although the contraversal “direct 
relief’ contained in the Garner bill may 
be defeated, more and more congress- 
men are contending that there be no ad- 
journment until some relief measure is 
adopted. 

The presentation of the Army con- 
struction bill by Representative McSwain 
with a statement that General Mac- 
Arthur personally had approved all but 
one of the propects (that at Chanute 
Field), led some of the members of the 
Ways and Means Committee to comment 
upon the fact that while Secretary Hur- 
ley appeared in opposition to the relief 
bill, the endorsement of his Chief of 
Staff was being used to urge the adoption 
of Army items. 

The construction bill was placed be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committee, 
following hearings by the House Military 
Committee. Two bills were considered 
by that body, a housing bill and an Air 
Corps technical construction bill. When 
the committee decided to approve the 
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Secretary Hurley Hits 
Officer Cut Proposal 


A strong plea for retention of the 
present strength of the Regular Army 
was made by Secretary of War Hurley 
speaking over the radio May 31. 

The Department, he asserted, is “un- 
alterably” opposed to the 2,000 officer 
reduction. 

Hearings on the bill, carrying a re- 
duction of 2,000 officers, are scheduled 
to begin before the Senate Appropriation 
committee at 10 o’clock this morning, at 
which time the Secretary is expected to 
give to the Senators his views in op- 
position to the reduction. 

“For the first time in our history,” 
Mr. Hurley said in his radio speech, “we 
have a program of preparedness consis- 
tent with our ideals and our institutions. 
The American people are traditionally 
opposed to a large standing army. The 
program of compulsory military train- 
ing to which other nations have resorted 
is distasteful to Americans. We worked 
out a system to fit our needs. We pro- 
vided for a small standing army as 
instructors and a program of voluntary 
training for our citizen soldiery. In 
that plan the regular army officer is of 
paramount importance. Without him, 
there can be no training for any of the 
civilian components. Without him there 
is no framework around which to build 
up our military force in an emergency. 
Our regular army officers are the nu- 
cleus, the essential foundation of our 
policy of preparedness. 

“Doubling up on their work here and 
there, the small force of 12,000 regular 
army officers have been able to perform 
the duties generally required of more 
than 14,000. To make a drastic cut in 
their number would destroy the effec- 
tiveness of our whole national defense 
program. A regular army officer can 
not be trained in a day. If 2,000 of- 
ficers should be retired their total ex- 
perience in battle, in public work as 
engineers, in training, and developing 
the National Guard, the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, the R. O.. T. C. and the C. M. 
T. C. would be lost forever. 

“Tf they are to be retired, Congress, 
rightfully, has provided for their retire- 
ment at three-fourths pay. For splendid 
service rendered the Government these 
officers have earned an equity in their 
retirement rights. When compared with 
the value of their retention on the ac- 
tive rolls, the savings of only one-fourth 
their pay is insignificant. It is extrava- 
gant waste not to spend that extra one- 
fourth of their pay and get the full 
value of their services. 

“There can be no worth-while economy 
at the expense of efficiency. The army 
has already been whittled to the bone. 
The loss of 2,000 officers with the in- 
vestment that their training and devel- 
opment has cost and what their retired 
pay without their service will cost would 
involve a waste of millions. Those who 
favor the measure claim an immediate 
savings of four million dollars but they 
disregard future loss. 

“By retrenching at every step, by tak- 
ing full advantage of changing economic 
conditions, by postponing many neces- 
sary construction projects and by cur- 
tailing the work on many important 
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Drastic Pay Slashing 
Urged by Senate Group 


The Senate appropriations committee 
this week reported the omnibus economy 
bill 


After striking out the words of the 
House Bill which exempted allowances 
for subsistence, quarters, heat, light and 
travel from the pr d pay cuts the 
Senate committee’s definition of com- 
pensation reads as follows: 

As used in this title, the term “compensa- 
tion” means any salary, pay, wage, allowance, 
or other emolument paid for services rendered 
in any civilian of noncivilian office, position, 
employment, or enlistment; and the retired 
pay of all commissioned, warrant, enlisted, 
and other personnel of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, Lighthouse Service, and the 
Public Health Service; but does not include 
payments out of any retirement, disability, or 
relief fund made up wholly or in part of 
contributions of employees. 

The Senate Committee eliminated the 
House provision for an 11 per cent re- 
duction in all compensation over the first 
$2,500 per year and inserted in lieu 
thereof a provision for a flat 10 per cent 
reduction in all compensstion, explaining 
that this would increase the savings 
proposed in the House bill from $9,000,- 
000 to $112,050,000. The Senate also 
struck out the provision which would 
have given, the President power to re- 
store the full pay schedules when, for a 
period of 120 days, the average whole- 
sale commodity price level reaches with- 
in 10 points of that of 1926. The pay 
cut provision as reported to the Senate 
reads as follows: 

Sec. 102. (a) During the fiseal year end- 
ing June 30, 1933, the compensation for each 
civilian and noncivilian office, position, em- 
ployment, or enlistment in any branch or 
service of the United States Government or 
the government of the District of Columbia 
is hereby reduced by 10 per centum of the 
amount thereof. 

Sec. 103. Section 102 of this title shall not 
apply to— * * * (e) the active enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps. 

The Senate retained the House’s provi- 
sion against the courts having jurisdic- 
tion in suits arising out of the pay cuts 
except that it added an additional clause 
providing “That nothing herein shall 
preclude the recovery of overpayments 
as found and certified by the Comptrol- 
ler General of the United States.” 

The House’s pay-freézing clause was 
left in, prohibiting automatic increases 
in civilian or non-civilian pay 

Regarding the reduction in travel al- 
lowances the Senate recommended reten- 
tion of the House’s provision that the 
payment of mileage to officers of the Ser- 
vices mentioned in the Pay Adjustment 
Act of 1922 be suspended and in lieu 
thereof such officers shall be entitled to 
allowances for travel only as provided 
for civilian employes. These latter al- 
lowances the bill provided shall be re- 
duced to $5.00 a day for travel within 
the continental limits of the United 
States and not to exceed $6.00 a day 
beyond the continental limits. Explain- 
ing this move the Committee in its re- 
port stated: 

Under existing law, a greater allowance is 
provided when officers and employees are per- 
mitted to be reimbursed their actual ex- 
penses of subsistance than when allowed a 
per diem in lieu thereof. The effect of the 
proposed changes in the subsistence expense 
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Public protest against the reduction of 2,000 Army officers continued unabated 
this week, as resolutions poured into the Senate calling upon that body to pre- 
serve the national defense. The editorfal pages of leading daily newspapers through- 
out the country strenuously condemned the action of the House and demanded that 
it be reversed. 





“It is a bill—wicked in its weakness—the passage of which, should be resisted 
by every thoughtful and patriotic citizen,” declares the Houghton, Mich., Daily Min- 
ing Gazette. “It is the same old issue of putrid pacifism against patriotism. It 
has the support of the molly-coddles and the radical organizations of The country— 
who capitalize this particular time of national distress and emergency, to destroy 
the nation’s ability to defend itself’ in time of greater emergency—when real 
soldiers are needed. 

“It * * * would destroy the whole structure of national defense—and return 
the country to that degree of unpreparedness, that existed before the World War— 
thus subjecting the Nation to the danger of again making the unnecessary sacrifice 
in human life and billions of dollars—that was the price we paid for our hearken- 
ing to the effeminate voices of the pacifists before the late war.” 








“If the reduction of the officer personnel by 2,000 would effect any sizable econ- 
omy it would still be a doubtful economy looking at the matter from the angle of 
national defense,” comments the Toledo Times, “The United States has an in- 
significant force, compared to the size of the armies of other world powers. It is 
a highly efficient force. We draw good men from the recruit lists, give them fine 
trining and equip them as no other soldier in the world is equipped. The regular 
army forms a splendid nucleus for quick expansion to meet a wartime emergency. 
But we are not overburdened with officers. Only an army man knows the value 
of the officer. Even the best of troops under poor leadership fail.” 





In Rochester, N. Y., the Democrat-Chronicle strongly urges restoration of the 
2,000 officers, stating: “The Senate owes a clear duty to the country to restore the 
2,000 officers cut off from the War Department appropriation bill by the House 
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Protest Against Army Cut Continues; Demand Senate Retain Officers 


“Our land defenses already are far below the minimum fixed by the National 
Defense Act of 1920, both as regards the regular army and the National Guard. 
The action of the House appears to have been based either on false ideas of economy, 
or else on the belief that the regular army has few friends and reductions made in its 
appropriations- would cause less resentment than reductions made in appropriations 
for civil departments.” 





Likewise the Rochester Times-Union declares: “The United States Army does 
not mix in politics. It is not close to the average voter. It is a safe football for 
political punters. When attacked on the battlefield it usually has shown itself 
capable of caring for its own skin but when assailed in legislative halls it lacks 
votes, the only ammunition the politician fears. 

“Hence it is a duty incumbent upon all good citizens to take the defense of the 
army and the navy against ill advised legislation upon their own shoulders.” 





“The army appropriations bill, as it passed the House Friday by a slender 
margin, is one of the most unjust measures yet devised by congress for a reduction 
in governmental expenditures,” avers the Lawton, Okla., Constitution. 

“Besides the injustice to the individual, the national defense program adopted 
in 1920 and recognized as the first sensible defense plan ever put in effect by the 
United States, would be seriously affected. The reduction in officer personnel 
would drastically curtail civilian training as represented by the National Guard, 
R. O. T. C. and other civilian units. Service schools, such as the Field Artillery 
School, which demonstrated their value during the World war, would be adversely 
affected to a degree.” 





“It would be a grave thing for the Nation—as well as a rank injustice to the 
officers affected—to retire 2,000 experienced, faithful public servants merely to 
“save” $3,814,000 in that manner,” states the San Antonio Express. 

“The national defense must be maintained in strong condition. The Senate 
surely must perceive the peril of taking a contrary course. If it does not, then 
President Hoover should veto the bill and call upon Congress to enact a more

Urges Army to “Carry On” 


Highest praise to the Infantry School 
and the character of its graduates was 
given by Assistant Secretary of War 
Payne, Wednesday, June 1, in addressing 
the graduating class of the school at Ft. 
Benning, Ga. 

“I honestly believe,” Colonel Payne 
said, “that there is no job in the Army 
that cannot be handled by some Beuning 
graduate, and that there can never be 
too many Benning graduates to solve the 
problems that may confront us now and 
in the future.’ 

“In arranging to come before you to- 
day,” the Assistant Secretary said, “it 
seemed appropriate to carry to you a 
message from the War Department. But 
as I considered the march of events and 
the conditions that surround us, it be- 
came obvious that the message neces- 
sarily must evolve into a challenge. It 
is apparent that the Army has fallen 
upon difficult days. The task of muain- 
taining our land defense is going to be 
immeasurably harder in the next fiscal 
year than at any time since’ the 
Armistice. No one can predict, of 
course, what will finally be the exact 
provisions of the annual appropriation 
bill. We do know, however, that in many 
directions activities will necessarily be 
curtailed. We shall be called upon to 
make bricks with little or no straw. But 
we ure not alone in this predicament. 
We share the lot of a nation which has 
heen face to face with a series of crises 
for three years. Rigid economy is the 
order of the day, and to this we must 
conform, not only earnestly, but cheer- 
fully as well. We are an integral part 
of a prostrate world. The privations 
forced upon us are chiefly the result of 
the relentless pressure of events and of 
the erying necessity for economy in gov- 
ernment. 


“But our present difficulties are ag- 
gravated by some misguided people who 
seem to feel that every step taken in 
weakening our defensive structure is 
desirable. ‘They are striving in every 
way to hasten progress in that direction. 
Aided by the existing economic distress, 
they are now conducting a drive to cur- 
tail those activities and organizations 
essential to national defense. Let me 
assure you that the responsible heads 
of the War Department are resisting and 
will resist to the utmost any measures 
that would bring about permanent in- 
jury to our organic structure. 


“Regardless of the means made avail- 
able to it in any particular year, the 
Army remains responsible for the land 
defense of the United States We must 
do our best, and more than our best, to 
maintain it. It is a heavy job, but we 
are a heavy-duty army. We are designed 
for rough going. You don’t get power 
for a concrete mixer from a sewing ma- 
chine treadle, and you don’t win wars 
with a glee club. If the American Army 
had stopped every time anyone said a 
mission was impossible, our frontier 
would still be east of the Mississippi. 
The Infantry has always called itself, 
and been recognized as, the backbone of 
the Army; this is a time when the Army 
needs all its backbone. We must go 
forward. The advance is still on. Our 
orders can be stated in the two words 
—“carry on.” 


“You gentlemen have been in reserve 
in a training area. You are now going 
into the line. You constitute a reinforce- 
ment by which the high command will 
influence in some degree the course of 
the action. Conditions at the front may 
be unpleasant, they may be different 
from what we have been led to expect. 
That is characteristic of all battles, in 
peace as well as war. But the attain- 
ment of our objective—an adequate na- 
tional defense—as always depends upon 
a fighting edge and an indomitable spirit, 
two qualities inherent in the Army of 
the United States and highly developed 
in the graduates of this school. I con- 
gratulate you on the essential training 
you have just completed. I congratulate 
the Army on the timely reinforcement 





that you bring.”

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Developing a Winning Rifle Team

lst Lt., commander of the team of Co. B., 

Francis E. Warren, Wyo., 
Which has been announced as the Na- 
tional Company Gallery Rifle 
Champions for 1932. 

The success of developing a winning 
rifle team, as I see it, evolves around 
certain principles, which I will consider 
in order of their importance. 

1—Interest in rifle shooting. 

2—Cooperation and team work. 
3—Thorough training in fundamentals 
of rifle shooting. 

4—Observance of training table rules 

to promulgate physical efficiency. 
5—Practice. 

In almost every military company 
there is at least one enthusiastic rifle 
shot and Company “B,” 1st Infantry, is 
no exception. Sgt. Adolph F. Sarman, 
Team Coach, developed interest in rifle 
shooting during the past two years and 
especially in small bore work. Interest 
was maintained throughout the entire 
year by holding numerous inter-company 
matches and by encouraging the mem- 
bers of the organization to affiliate with 
the local rifle club. 

The members of the team, working to- 
gether, learned to cooperate with each 
other and the spirit of team work was 
developed to a high degree. 

This year a thorough course in rifle 
marksmanship was scheduled within the 
regiment with the view of developing a 
possible entry in the Infantry Team Try- 
outs as well as material for the Regi- 
mental Small Bore Team. This course 
of instruction was under my supervision 
and consisted of preliminary work in the 
morning followed by gallery practice in 
the afternoon. The combining of the 
theoretical with the actual firing condi- 
tions is absolutely essential. Five mem- 
bers of Company B attended this course 
which enabled four of them to attain 
positions.on the regimental team. This 
gave four members of the company the 
opportunity to fire in a number of Inter- 
Regimental Matches. By participating 
in these matches as well as in Civilian 
Club Matches the ability to shoot under 
pressure was attained. 

As to physical efficiency, if the mem- 
bers of the team are sufficiently inter- 
ested in becoming crack rifle shots they 
will keep in the proper physical condi- 
tion at all times. 

And finally, everyday practice, devel- 
oping the coordination of muscle and 
nerve, tends to make a consistent shot.

HOT, ITCHING SCALP 
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Bandit Skirmishes Renewed 


Lieut. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, com- 


manding the Nicaraguan National Guard 
Detachment, has reported to the Navy 
Department that Guardia patrols had 
had four contacts with bandit groups, one 
on May 27, another on May 28, and two 
on May 29. All took place within an 
area of 25 miles, in central Nicaragua. 
There were no Guardia casualties. In 
the encounter on May 28, four bandits 
were killed, among them Jefe Vallecillo, 
and natives reported that several were 
wounded in the contact on May 29th. 

On May 27, Lieut. Isidro Sandino with 
a patrol of eight Guardia had a con- 
tact with a group of thirty-five bandits 
under leadership of Olivaz in Neuva 
Segovia. The bandits were scattered in 
all directions, casualties unknown. The 
patrol under Lieut. Sandino had another 
contact with a group of about fifty 
bandits under Olivaz and Vallecillo, the 
next evening, at 10:30 p. m. (May 28th). 
The conta¢t lasted 30 minutes, and again 
the bandits were scattered. Four bandits 
were killed, including Vallecillo who was 
wearing the insignia of a Guardia 
Nacional Captain. 

On May 29th, Lieut. Prado and ten en- 
listed Guardia had a contact at 7 a. m. 
with forty bandits under Juan Ailti- 
marino, which lasted about fifteen 
minutes. Bandits casualties were un- 
known, but the natives reported several 
wounded. That afternvon a Guardia 
patrol of 17 enlisted men under Lieut. 
Herman Jess Elliott, (Gunnery Ser- 
geant, USMC) had contact with a bandit 
group at 2:55 p. m. Bandit casualties 
unknown. 





Repulse Bandit Attack 

Lieut. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, USMC, 
commanding the Nicaraguan National 
Guard Detachment, has reported to the 
Navy Department that Lieut. Earl T. 
Gray, (Corporal, USMC) with a com- 
bined Guardia and civico patrol of 
twenty men had a contact on May 23rd 
one mile west of Neptune Mines, in the 
western section of Jinotega province, 
with a large group of bandits under Ped- 
ron Altimarino which had been threaten- 
ing the Guardia post there. The fight- 
ing lasted thirty minutes and was very 
intense. Upon the return of the patrol 
to Neptune Mines, the barracks were at- 
tacked by another group of bandits from 
the north. This attack was repulsed. 
Planes bombed and _ redispersed the 
bandits, breaking up further attack. 

Seventeen bandits were killed in these 
encounters, but no serious casualties 
were sustained by the Guardia. 
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Old Navy Warship Retires 


The USS Helena, gunboat, which has 
been in service since 1896, and the next 
to the last survivor of the American 
fleet which was under enemy fire dur- 
ing the Spanish American War, was 
placed out of commission on May 27, 
at Cavite, P. L., and will be disposed of 
by sale. 

The Helena, commanded by. Lt. Comdr. 
R. L. Mitten, USN, concluded her thirty- 
first year of service in the Orient, as a 
unit of the South China Patrol. 
Authorized in 1893, the gunboat was 
launched in 1894 and first commissioned 
in 1896 under the command of Comdr. 
W. T. Swinburne, USN. After par- 
ticipating in the blockade of Cuban ports, 
in the destruction of the Spanish gun- 
boats in the Harbor of Manzanillo, 
Cuba, and with three captures of prize 
vessels to her credit, she returned to the 
United States to prepare for duty in the 
cab East where she arrived in February, 
1899. 


During the Filipino insurrection, under 
command of Comdr. E. K. Moore, USN, 
the gunboat assisted in intercepting 
trade between the Insurgents’ ports, 
clearing the shore and in landing troops. 
With the USS Newark and Princeton, 
the Helena received the surrender of 
Aparri, the northern islands and the 
northern provinces of Luzon, in Decem- 
ber, 1899. 

The Helena was ordered to Chinese 
waters in October, 1900, and operated 
with the Yangtze Patrol until 1905 when 
she was placed out of commission at 
the Navy Yard, Cavite, P. I., for the in- 
stallation of new boilers and general re- 
pairs. During her first tour of duty in 
China, the Helena was commanded: by 
Comdr. R. R. Ingersoll, USN, and later 
by Comdr. 8S. A. Staunton, USN. 


The Helena was commissioned for the 
second time on July 16, 1906, under com- 
mand of Comdr. James C. Gilmore, 
USN, and resumed operations in the 
Chinese River Service. Her commanding 
officers since 1907 have been: Comdr. 
Richard M. Hughes, 1907; Comdr. Wil- 
son W. Buchanan, 1908; Comdr. Reuben 
O. Bitler, 1909; Comdr. Chester M. 
Knepper, 1911; Comdr. Richard H. Jack- 
son, 1912; Comdr.

Gun on Battleship Blown Up 


San Pedro, Calif.—The naval court of 
inquiry named to investigate the acci- 
dental destruction of a 16inch gun 
aboard the USS West Virginia has for- 
warded its findings to the Navy Depart- 
ment. 


The West Virginia, flagship of the 
dreadnaught squadron, was firing night 
spotting practice May 18 when a star 
shell from one of her forward starboard 
five-inch guns struck the right gun of 
her number two 16-inch main battery 
turret. 


The crew escaped injury when steel 
torn from the gun’s muzzle ricochetted 
off to starboard with the shell. The 
main battery, not firing, was trained 
abaft the beam to starboard while the 
five-inch guns, firing star shells, were 
trained at a high angle forward of the 
beam, so the ruined gun was directly in 





line. 


Heads Seventh Navai District 


Rear Adm. James J. Raby, USN, has 
received orders to act as Commandant 
of the 7th Naval District, in addition to 
his regular duties as Commandant of the 
Sixth Naval District. 

Key West was formerly the headquar- 
ters of the 7th Naval District. The 
Naval Station there has been closed 
down with the exception of one Com- 
munication Officer and the necessary 
personnel for the radio station. 

For administrative purposes the activi- 
ties of the 7th Naval District will re- 
main separate from the Sixth Naval Dis- 
trict, although Admiral Raby will com- 
mand the two districts. 





Marine Officer Awarded DSM 


The Distinguished Service Medal has 
been awarded to Maj. Harold H. Utley, 
USMC, Marine Barracks, Quantico, Va., 
with the following citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious service 
to the Government in a duty of gréat 
responsibility as Commander of the 
Eastern Area in Nicaragua from Janu- 
ary 21, 1928, until after March 26, 1929. 
This command covered a wide area on 
the East Coast of Nicaragua, a known 
center of plots and intrigue. Major 
Utley was throtvn on his own. responsi- 
bility to an extraordinary degree on ac- 
count of the inaccessibility of this area 
from Brigade Headquarters and the rest 
of the country. All decisions as to 
operations, distributions of troops and 
their supply devolved upon him. On the 
occasion of the raid of the main body of 
the outlaws into the East Coast mining 
region, Major Utley with inferior forces, 
localized the enemy force and drove them 
back on the route most difficult for them. 
He then executed an ordered advance 
up the Coco River, a most difficult ex- 
pedition into the outlaws’ own territory, 
the successful execution of which was of 
the highest effectiveness in crippling the 
freedom of movement of the outlaws and 
leading to their eventual suppression. 
Through his energy, understanding and 
zeal he distinguished himself in duties 
of the highest importance. Failure in 
the performance of these duties would 
have been fatal to the success of the 
mission of the Naval forces and to the 
United States.” 





Non-Flyer Gets DFC 


Corpl. Hilmer N. Torner, USMO, an 
operations clerk at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion, San Diego, Calif., although not an 
aviator, has been awarded the Navy 
Distinguished Flying Cross for saving 
his own and a companion’s life. 

Torner was taken aloft March 22, in 
San Diego by Sergt. O. S. Hoffer, naval 
pilot on a test flight. While in mid-air, 
Hoffer became unconscious. Torner 
righted the plane after it had gone into 
a spin. After experimenting with the 
controls he made a creditable landing on 
a nearby field.

THE BUDGET HAVING BEEN BALANCED by the onerous tax and omnibus 
economy bills passed by and pending in the Senate, respectively, it should follow 
naturally for the Senate to refuse to accept the House proposal to eliminate two 
thousand officers from the active list of the Army. The battle, however, is not yet 
over. There are members of the Senate moved by the same Pacifist sentiment that 
actuated their colleagues in the House, and, especially by personal political ambi- 
tion, and they plan, whatever the Appropriations Committee may decide, to propose 
a cut when the bill is under consideration on the floor. Fortunately, there is in 
the Senate a better understanding and broader vision of the Nation’s needs than 
existed in the House, and it is regarded as likely that the vote cast will be favor- 
able to the present commissioned strength of the Service. If so, the Senate will 
act in accordance with the views of the country. The Army and Navy Journal has 
communicated with editors, especially in those sections represented by Congress- 
men who sought to destroy national defense by supporting the several Collins pro- 
posals relating to officers cut and annihilation of the Reserves. The replies so 
far received, in very large measure, assert that the Congressmen concerned did 
not correctly voice the sentiments of their constituents. These letters are not only 
available to Senators but will be brought promptly to their attention. In the 
light they shed, we feel we con assure the Senate that not only the national inter- 
est but the convictions of the people demand there shall be no tampering with the 
National Defense. 





IN EXEMPTING THE ENLISTED personnel of the Services from the pay cut 
recommended, the Economy Committee acted with wise understanding of the 
importance of a contented body of soldiers and sailors and marines, and with 
recognition of the paucity of the pay they receive. But the Senate and House 
should not stop at this point. The same miserable ratio of compensation applied 
to the enlisted forces applies also to their leaders, the commissioned officers. The 
latter are forced by their positions and by their representation of the United States 
to incur expenses not necessary for an enlisted man or a civilian. Nor should the 
fact be lost sight of that exemption of enlisted pay and reduction of commisioned 
pay constitute an unfair discrimination which accentuates the injustice of years 
from which the Services have suffered. As we have stated repeatedly, the pay 
advances of the Army and Navy in the era of prosperity by no means approxi- 
mated those granted to the civil branches. A salary cut of ten per cent for the 
latter still would assure them pay advance superiority. Fairness to the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Services, therefore, demands that in common with the 
enlisted forces they should be exempted from any reduction in pay. 





WE URGE THE SENATE FURTHER to consider the situation of officers on 
the retired list. These men dedicated their lives to their country, and the latter, 
in exchange therefor, agreed to look after them when disabled or in old age. The 
House in passing the omnibus economy bill did not dare to: reduce the com- 
pensation of war veterans. 
Foreign Wars and other formidable organizations would retaliate in November. 
But they had no hesitancy in striking at the retired pay of men who marvellously 
trained and led the veterans, who watched over them and returned them for the 
most part in good health to their homes and civil pursuits. They felt they could cut 
the retired pay of Pershing and Harbord and Summerall and Wright and count- 
less others who performed heroic services, because they lack or refuse to exercise 
the political power they possess. The retired pay at present granted is wholly 
inadequate to enable men to live and support their dependents except by the ob- 
servance of rigid economy, and to take any part of it away is to impose extra hard- 
ships upon gallant and faithful servants. We ask the Patriotic societies of the 
country to make this cause their own and emphatically oppose any and all attempts 
to reduce retired pay. 





IT IS APPARENT THAT IN TIME of peace at least the battleship is doomed. 
This observation is based upon the report from Geneva that the life of such craft 
has been extended from twenty to twenty-six years. It is to be expected that as 
in the past the nations possessing these ships will remodel them, thereby expending 
a great deal of money which very well could be put into new vessels. But even 
should this be done, the question arises of their value as against other types, the 
construction of which will be permitted and which will have up to the minute 
equipment in guns and armor. The importance of the battleship to America is 
admittedly great. To forego replacements deserves in our judgment the most 
careful thought on the part of our statesmen. When the Geneva Treaty is before 
the Senate, we shall expect that body carefully to consider whether it is the part of 
wisdom to prevent new construction of this type and thus increase the ratio of 
our inferiority upon the seas.

Defense Against Air Attack

the reorganization of the regiment and 
battalion to keep abreast of modern 
scientific developments. 

Recent events at Fort Benning have 
caused several profound thinkers to sug- 
gest a scheme, beautiful in its simplicity, 
to render aviators impotent against the 
Queen of Battles.

J. S—wWe are informed by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration that it is neces- 
sary for separate affidavits to be made 
in cases where witnesses cannot appear 
together before the same notary public 
as every witness making an affidavit 
must appear personally before the no- 
tary. Whether a common law wife and 
children of a veteran are entitled to a 
pension depends upon whether common 
law marriages are recognized in the 
state in which the marriage occurred. 
This is the text used by the Pension 
Office. We can advise you in regard to 
“pre-widow papers’ that these will not 
be filed by the Pension Office if sent in 
before the veteran’s death but will be 
mailed back to the one sending them in. 


——g-——— 


O. A. L.—There is no bill now before 
Congress providing for the retirement of 
enlisted men of the Army on the same 
basis as enlisted men of the Navy, al- 
though such bill was introduced in a 
previous Congress. The War Depart- 
ment does not contemplate requesting 
such action nor do we know of any 
member of Congress who intends to pre- 
sent this plan.

W. V.—At the present time no new 
enlistments are being made in the Army 
Air Corps and we are advised that this 
condition will probably continue for sev- 
eral months at least.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Marine Corps Promotion List—The movement under way to revise the Marine 
Corps promotion list by restoring to their former place the permanent officers dis- 
placed by temporary officers in 1920 has aroused much discussion in Marine circles. 
Although considerable feeling was existent in 1920 and 1921, following the pas- 
sage of the Act of June 4, 1920, and the action of the Russell and Neville Boards, 
and the officers displaced have from time to time attempted to secure some redress, 
the matter has been practically dormant for some little while. As the World War 
group has reached the top of the captain’s list and is about to enter the grade of 
major, the officers who were adversely affected are making a determined effort to 
secure an adjudication of their claims. 

The Navy Department repeatedly has refused to reconsider their interpretation 
of the Act of June 4, 1920, and has refused to submit the matter to the Attorney 
General for an opinion. It is now the intention of the officers involved to obtain an 
opinion from the Attorney General through congressional aid. They feel that 
their case is so strong legally that they are willing to abide by his decision, even 
though he could not consider the moral arguments. 

Of the 137 officers holding permanent appointments who were “pooled” with 
the temporary war-time officers when the latter were inducted into the service 
in 1920, all but fourteen lost numbers ranging from a minimum of eleven numbers 
in the case of Capt. Bailey M. Coffenberg to a maximum of 337 numbers in the 
case of Ist Lt. Alexander Galt. The average loss is about one hundred numbers. 
The loss was due to the Navy Department authorizing the board to displace the 
permanent officers by the new appointees from whatever source. The fourteen 
officers who were elevated above the other permanent officers gained from a mini- 
mum of twelve numbers, in the case of Capt. LeRoy P. Hunt, to a maximum of 
92 numbers in the case of Capt. Charles I. Murray. 

Included in the group of permanent officers displaced in 1920 are the appointees 
from the Naval Academy class of 1919. These officers were not even considered 
when the list was revised in that year, but were placed at the bottom of the 
World War block. The result is that, after the passage of over ten years, they still 
are in the grade of first lieutenant, although their classmates from the Naval 
Academy who are in the Navy will be promoted to the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander in 1932-33. These officers have suffered not only a severe loss of prece- 
dence, but also a heavy financial loss by virtue of the action of the Navy Depart- 
ment. Other permanent officers who were demoted to the grade of first lieutenant 
have also suffered financially in consequence thereof. These losses amount to 
more than $4,000 for each officer concerned. 











“Offensive” Weapons and Disarmament—It appears increasingly evident in des- 
patches and Journals of Proceedings coming to this country from Geneva that 
some sort of understanding is likely to be reached on the subject of stopping the 
use of so-called “offensive” weapons. 

The American delegation is strongly in favor of such a move, Mr. Hugh Gibson 
having told the General Commission that “The feat of invasion was based on the 
existence of peculiarly aggressive weapons in land warfare, such as tanks, heavy 
mobile artillery and the use of gas.” Mr. Gibson asked that the commission 
abolish these weapons and that the Land Commission draw up a plan for scrapping 
tanks and mobile guns exceeding 155 mm. in calibre and for the abolition of the 
use of gases in war. 

Discussion in service circles centers around the questions of what would 
happen to the Chemical Warfare Service, the Infantry Tanks and the Cavalry 
Combat Cars. Of course, the Commission’s definition of what constitutes a tank 
will determine whether or not the combat cars are being developed for Cavalry 
use will fall within that classification. 

As to the Chemical Warfare Service, will it be permitted to continue its impor- 
tant work of experimentation and training in defense against the possible use of 
gas or bacteriological weapons by an enemy. Not to be permitted to continue such 
work is generally believed to be virtually suicide. 

As to the personnel of the Chemical service, some believe that if its abolition 
should be determined upon that the personnel would readily be absorbed in the 
Medical Department, the line, in the chemical engineering sections of the Ordnance 
Department and in the Corps of Engineers. 


Army Retirements.—Official announcement was-made in War Department Special 
Orders of May 31, 1932, of the retirement of Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, USA, who 
reached the statutory age of 64 years on May 21. 

The following officers were ordered retired May 31 for disabilities incident to 
the service: Maj. Robert L. Tebbitt, MC; Maj. Roland M. Hollock, JAGD; and 
Capt. Amos E. Carmichael, FA. 

Capt. Walter Hart, CAC, was retired on his own application after more than 33 
years’ service, to take effect Oct. 31, 1932. 

Brig. Gen. Edward L. Munson, Assistant to the Surgeon General, Carlisle 
Barracks, Pa., who reaches the age of 64 on Dec. 27, 1932, was ordered to proceed 
to his home about Sept. 6 to await retirement. 

Col. Gideon H. Williams, Inf., Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., for the convenience of 
the government, was ordered to his home to await retirement. 

Lt. Col. Arthur G. Hixson, Cav., Ft. Thomas, Ky., was ordered before an Army 
Retiring Board at Ft. Hayes. Capt. Harley A. Dresback, QMC, Letterman General 
Hospital, was also ordered to report to the Army Retiring Board at the Ninth 
Corps Area Headquarters.

Tank Developments.—The service test of the Medium Tank, T2 (15-ton), is still 
in progress at Ft. Benning, Ga. This vehicle is equipped with a new type gyro- 
compass, which preliminary reports indicate is very satisfactory. 

The Light Tank, T1E4, has been received at Aberdeen Proving Ground. This 
vehicle is to have a brief test, pending the installation of a new and improved 
150 h.p. engine of the same general type as is now in the tank. Preliminary reports 
indicate that the suspension arrangement with the rubber-tired track rollers is 
functioning very well. Mileage to date, 500. 

The overhaul and re-engining of the Medium Tank, T1, having been completed 
at Ft. George G. Meade, Md., the tank was shipped to Aberdeen Proving Ground 
for a brief period of operation and then reshipped to Ft. Benning, Ga., for an 
extended service test. This vehicle has been re-engined with a Liberty 12-cylinder 
engine and is now designated as the Medium Tank, T1E1. 

The three convertible Medium Tanks, T3, now at Ft. Benning, Ga., are being 
used at t for training of the personnel in the operation and maintenance of 
the wehidles.

Non-Flyers in Air Corps Reserve.—Declaring that “Inasmuch as there is at present 
a disproportionate number of non-flyers in the Air Corps Reserve,” Maj. Gen. 
Charles H. Bridges, the Adjutant General of the Army, has notified all Corps 
Areas and Department Commanders that examinations for and appointments in 
the Air Corps Reserve will be limited to qualified pilots unless otherwise approved 
individually by the War Department. 

“Applications,” the Adjutant General wrote, “for appointment of exceptionally 
desirable non-flyers in the Air Corps Reserve will be forwarded to the War Depart- 
ment with a complete statement upon which favorable recommendation is made. 
Examination of non-flyers will not be authorized unless approved by the War 
Department.”

Bill Would Prevent Navy Marriage Ban—Contemplated regulations forbidding 
ensigns of the Navy from marrying for two years after graduation from the Naval 
Academy would be prevented under a bill introduced in the House June 1 by Repre- 
sentative Cochran of Missouri. 

“The unfair advantage of the big guns of the Army and Navy over the straight- 
shooting darts of Dan Cupid is intolerable and the future Generals and Admirals 
of our military services should certainly know their own minds when they graduate 
from four years’ intensive training,” Mr. Cochran said. 

“T do not think it is in the interest of either the morale or the morals of young 
officers for departmental officials to meddle in their private lives. 

“After four years of the rigorous training and discipline at the Military and 
Naval Academies the future Generals and Admirals should know their own minds. 
To deny them the right to lead normal lives under peacetime conditions is unjustifi- 
able. 

“The measure would prevent happily married Cabinet officers, Admirals and 
Generals from establishing regulations which require graduates of West Point and 
Annapolis to put in two years in active service before marching to the altar. It 
is distinctly unfair and I am confident the bill will pass before Congress adjourns.” 

The bill states: “That no order, rule or regulation of the War Department 
or the Navy Department or of any military or naval authority shall prohibit the 
marriage of any graduate of the United States Military Academy or the United 
States Naval Academy, or in any way restrict or limit the rights or privileges of 
such graduate by reason of his marriage after such graduation.”

Hearings on Navy Supply Bill to Begin—Hearings on the Navy supply bill are 
scheduled to be held by the Senate sub-committee on naval appropriations early 
next week, and although expected to be concluded shortly, the bill will probably 
not be presented to the Senate for some days. The Economy Bill is now before 
the Senate and when that is concluded the other appropriation bills still pending 
will be considered ahead of the Navy bill. The Treasury-Postoffice bill, the Inde- 
pendent Offices measure, the District of Columbia bill and the Legislative bill have 
not been finally approved, while the Army bill is expected to be considered by 
the Senate before the Navy bill is brought to a vote. The tax bill is still in con- 
ference with final action yet to be taken, and also some sort of an emergency 
relief measure is certain to be considered. With this program facing the Senate, 
consideration of the Navy supply bill is expected to be delayed until just before 
adjournment, and no one on Capitol Hill is willing to predict when that will be.

It is interesting to note that of these seven members four—McSwain, Hill, 
Johnson and Kvale—voted in favor of the 2,000 officers cut in the Army appropria- 
tion bill as it passed the House. The other three—Cochran, Stafford and Wolver- 
ton—voted against the reduction. 

* . . 


Recognition for Service Women— Too often is there a disposition to forget the 
important part in National Defense played by the Service Women. Home life for 
them has difficulties unknown to the civilian wives. Recognition from the War 
Department of their great influence on behalf of the service is greatly appreciated 
particularly when it comes in the form of the following splendid statement made 
by Assistant Secretary of War Payne, in addressing the Infantry School graduation: 

“On behalf of the War Department I desire to record the pride it feels in the 
part that the women of the Army play, here and throughout the Service in holding 
high the lamp of idealism with its steady flame of faith. They share the soldier's 
hardships and uncertainties while being debarred largely from the professional 
interests that lend fascination to the Service. Yet their spirit never flags nor. 
while they are with us, can the spirit of their men waver. They have developed 


the art of being able to pack the atmosphere of a home into quartermaster crates 
and of taking it out of the boxes undamaged at each new station to which they 
come. There are no finer soldiers in the Army than its splendid women.” 
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Marine Corps Officer Appointment Ban Eliminated—<After securing the approval 
of members of the House and Senate appropriations committees, the Marine Corps 
commissioned 26 graduates of the Naval Academy 1932 class, June 2, despite the 
bun on Marine officer appointments contained in the Navy appropriation bill still 


before Congress. 


As passed by the House, the appropriation bill contained a pro- 


vision prohibiting any new appointments in the Marine Corps until June, 1933. 
Subsequently adopted legislation, however, allowed the commissioning of all mem- 
pers of the 1932 class in the line of the Navy, regardless of strength limitations, 
and as the graduates who had selected the Marine Corps probably would enter 
the Navy, if denied their choice, the House appropriations committee agreed to 


strike out the ban from the Navy supply Dill. 


The restriction would not have 


been binding legally, as the bill has not yet become law, but by securing the ap- 
proval of those handling the bill, possible difficulty was av oided. 
Although avoiding an officer cut, the contemplated reduction in the enlisted 


strength of the Marine Corps is still unsettled. 


The House Appropriations Com- 


mittee forced a cut of 600 enlisted men by over estimating the saving to be made 
by the officer reduction, and in spite of a direct statement in the report on the bill 
that the enlisted strength of the Marines was continued at the present strength, 
15.343. members of the committee have refused to admit their mistake or to agree 


to restore the funds.

Scores Retirement Bill 


A strong recommendation against the 
McSwain bill prohibiting retirements in 
the Army except for age and physical 
disability was yesterday sent to the 
House Committee on Military Affairs by 
the War Department. The McSwain 
measure also would bar chiefs of 
branches and the chief of staff from re- 
tiring with their higher temporary rank. 

In an eleven page report, reviewing 
the history of Army retirement legisla- 
tion and the present state of the retired 
list, the Secretary of War presented the 
views of the War Department on the 
proposal, urging that no action be taken 
in the matter. Chairman McSwain of 
the committee, author of the bill, is 
studying the report, and declines to state 
whether he intends to press the measure. 

The action of the House Committee 
in approving a substitute bill for the 
Blanton resolution containing somewhat 
similar provisions to those in the Mc- 
Swain bill, may be considered significant 
possibly as indicating that the commit- 
tee would not favor the latter measure. 


Restrict Retired Pay 


Extension of the provision limiting 
the pay of retired officers of the Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps, holding Fed- 
eral Government civilian positions to 
those employed by “any State Govern- 
ment, or any political subdivision there- 
of” has been recommended by the House 
Military Affairs Committee. 

Although the Economy Bill now be- 
fore the Senate and both the Army and 
Navy appropriation bills provide that re- 
tired officers holding civilian positions 
with the Federal Government may not 
receive total retired and civilian pay in 
excess of $3,000 a year, a bill drafted 
by the military committee as a substi- 
tute for the Blanton resolution limiting 
regular service and emergency officer re- 
tirements, extends the restriction to all 
appointive and elective offices or posi- 
tions under state, county or city govern- 
ments. 

The substitute bill was drafted by a 
sub-committee under Representative Lis- 
ter Hill (D., of Ala.), and introduced 
by him on Thursday. The full com- 
mittee had previously held lengthy hear- 
ings on the subject and decided upon the 
various features of the measure. 

Directed principally at the Emergency 
Officers’ Retired List, the committee bill 
affects the Regular Services only in the 
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provision as to limitation on retired pay, 
the other restrictions upon the Regular 
Services contained in the Blanton reso- 
lution being rejected by the committee, 

Following appears the text of the pro- 
vision in the bill dealing with limitation 
upon retired pay of Regular Service and 
emergency officers: 

“That hereafter in all cases of per- 
sons holding a civil office or position, 
appointive or elective, under the Federal 
Government or under the municipal gov- 
ernment of the District of Columbia, or 
under any corporation, a majority of the 
capital stock of which is owned by the 
Government of the United States, or un- 
der any State Government, or any po- 
litical subdivision thereof, the retired 
pay of such person from the United 
States as a commissioned officer or for- 
mer commissioned officer in the Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps of the United 
States, for the period of his incumbency 
in such civil office or position, shall 
be limited to an amount, which, added 
to the annual compensation from such 
civil office or position makes a total 
amount from both sources of $3,000 per 
annum; Provided further, That when 
the annual compensation for such civil 
office or position equals or exceeds $3,- 
000 per annum, and such compensation

Army Balloon Wins 

Preliminary reports indicate that 
Army Balloon No. 2, piloted by 1st Lt. 
Wilfred J. Paul, with Ist Lt. K. J. H. 
Bishop, as co-pilot, are winners of the 
1932 national balloon championship, thus 
securing the Litchfield Trophy for one 
year and a place on the United States 
team in the international race in 
Switzerland next September.

military experiments, the War Depart- 
ment was able to reduce its estimates. 
Cooperating with the President and 
with Congress, the War Department has 
made every honest effort to reduce the 
cost of government. The House of Rep- 
resentatives and the War Department 
are in complete accord on a reduction 
of $80,000,000 in the appropriations for 
next year. 


“Only one item omitted from the bill 


does the War Department protest. It 
is unalterably opposed to the retirement 
of 2,000 regular officers to get a ques- 
tionable savings of $4,000,000. The re- 
tirement of these officers is not economy. 
It is extravagance. It cripples national 
defense. It undermines our work on 
rivers and harbors, flood control and 
other useful public projects which are 
managed by regular officers of the 
United States Army. 

“Instead of the $4,000,000 that the 
War Department needs, Speaker Gar- 
her now proposes to give it more than 
$537,000,000. He does not include the 
$4,000,000 that the War Department 
asks for in order to retain 2.000 indis- 
pensable officers. He includes public 
projects that the War Department can 
not honestly favor. He adds public proj- 
ects that Congress itself has eliminated. 
He could nullify the honest efforts of 
hoth Congress and the War Department 
to effect a savings in the cost of gov- 
ernment. He would invalidate their 
months of careful study and delibera- 
tion. He would impose a terrific finan- 
cial burden upon the taxpayer without 
offering a prospect of a reasonable re- 
turn on our public investment. 

__ The tremendous expenditures Speaker 
Garner recommends would not increase 
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employment in any manner commensu- 
rate with the enormous amount of money 
involved. The Garner Bill would sub- 
stitute wasteful extravagance for intel- 
ligent, well balanced and productive 
construction. 

“Give us the four million dollars we 
need and in the interests of economy 
save the more than one-half billion dol- 
lars that Speaker Garner recommends.” 


OBITUARIES 


Rear Adm. John Hubbard, USN, re- 
tired, former commander-in-chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet, died at Washington, D. U., 
May 238, after a long illness. . 

The 83-year-old veteran of fifty-three 
years in the service was born in South 
Berwick, Me., but entered the Naval 
Academy from Arizona. He was in com- 
mand of the USS Nashville and naval 
force on the Isthmus of Panama during 
the 1903 revolution which resulted in 
the independence of Panama. 

On the cruise of the battle fleet around 
the world he was in command of the 
Minnesota. 

In the war with Spain, Admiral Hub- 
bard served with the New York Naval 
Reserves on board the auxiliary cruiser 
Yankee and took part in the fight at 
Santiago. He was made a lieutenant 
commander in 1898, commander in 1901, 
captain in 1905, and rear admiral four 
years later. He was retired from active 
service on reaching the age limit in 
May, 1911. 

The $250,000 boathouse at the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, dedicated in 
April, 1930, is named the Hubbard 
Boathouse in honor of the Admiral who 
stroked the first navy crew to represent 
the academy against an outside oppo- 
nent. His crew, a four-oar, met the 
Quaker City four of Philadelphia in 
1870. 

When he visited Tokyo in 1910, shortly 
after assuming command of the Asiatic 
squadron, Admiral Hubbard called at 
the Admiralty Office and presented to 
the officers there a loving cup which, he 
said, was “filled with the entire Amer- 
ican Navy’s heartiest wishes for the per- 
petuation of the friendships which had 
been made during the visit of the battle- 
ship fleet to Japan.”

also exceeds the amount of retired pay 
to which such officer would be otherwise 
entitled, then, for the period of his in- 
ecumbency in office, such person shall re- 
ceive no retired pay; Provided further, 
That when the retired pay to which such 
officer would be otherwise entitled equals 
or exceeds $3,000 per annum, and such 
amount is more than the annual compen- 
sation for such civil office or position, 
then in such case, for the period of his 
incumbency in such office, such person 
shall receive such retired pay only in 
an amount which equals the difference 
between the amount of such compensa- 
tion and the amount of retired pay to 
which he would be otherwise entitled; 
Provided, That the term “retired pay” 
shall be construed to include credits for 
all military or naval service as may en- 
ter into the computation thereof.”

resident Hoover's proposal to abolish 
the Shipping Board, transfer its adminis- 
trative functions to the Department of 
Commerce, und set up a new organism 
comprised of the present members of the 
hoard to regulate shipping rates, has 
met with somewhat divided opinion in 
marine circles, although in a majority 
of instances it appears that steamship 
company executives favur some such 
move, 

Following publication of the Presi- 
dent’s proposal, The Marine News re- 
quested a number of shipowners and 
shipbuilders for expressions of opinion 
on this contemplated step, and responses 
indicate that as yet no concerted action 
has been taken to reconcile various views 
held by he leaders in the industry. * * * 

it is apparent that while a majority 
of steumsbip company executives appear 
to be favorable to the proposal tnut a 
new arrangement would be more desir- 
uble than the present set-up, they difier 
considerably as to just what that new 
arrangement should be. The change can- 
not be made without the passage of 
legislation, and it is hoped that Ameri- 
can shipping and shipbuilding interests 
will fully reconcile any difterences of 
opinion before some Congressional com- 
mittee seeks the attitude of the marine 
industry on the question. Otherwise 
some step may be taken which will not 
be compatible with the best interests of 
the American Merchant Marine. 





Investigate Post Exchanges 

The House of Kepresentutives on 
Tuesday, May 31, voted 177 to 128 to 
endow ua special committee of five Con- 
gressman with sweeping power to inves- 
tigate all phases of “government com- 
petition with private enterprises and all 
other questions with relation thereo.” 
The committee is to report back to the 
House, no later than bec. 15, 1932, the 
result of its investigation, together with 
such recommendations for legislation as 
it deems advisable. 

Sponsors of the resolution, Represen- 
tative Shannon, Kansas City, Mo., demo- 
crat, who is serving his first term in 
Congress, and Representative Pou, chair- 
man of the Rules committee which unan- 
imously reported favorably on the 
measure, dwelt at length on the Army 
Post Exchanges. 

Representative Shannon was particul- 
larly interested in Ft. Leavenworth. 
Members of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Leavenworth, Kans.,” he said, “called 
on me. They said, “There is a terrible 
condition existing in our little commun- 
ity. Our merchanges are being destroyed 
every day by the so-called post stores. 
They can not compete with them.’ Post 
stores are relics of the old sutler system, 
when the Army as out on the plains or in 
the mountains or the fields of battle, far 
removed from civic centers, and sutler 
stores were eStablished to furnish ac- 
commodations for those in the service.” 

He related that his secretary had pur- 
chased cigarettes, cologne and a “femi- 
nine” pajama suit at Ft. Leavenworth. 
Here in Washington, he said, he had sent 
au “young man” out who bought clothes 
at Bolling Field, a shirt at a government 
institution at 1800 C street. Then, he 
continued, he himself had gone to the 
Post Exchange at 1800 C sreet and 
bought “canned chicken and crab meat, 
stockings and soap, collars and Lister- 
ine.” 

“Then,” Mr. Shannon continued, “I 
bought these four bottles. They read 
like this: ‘Rum. Contents of this bottle 
sufficient to flavor one gallon.’ I do not 
know whether it is rain water or tea, 
but the assumption is that this imparts 
the flavor of rum to homemade liquor. 
An accommodating clerk there told me, 
‘We have a great demand for this. Every- 
body is buying it.’” 

Representative Cox wanted to know 
the labels on the other bottles. 

“Gin, rum, rye —,” Mr. Shannon read 
until he was interrupted by Representa- 
tive Miller, of Arkansas, who asked, 
“Where is this place?” Mr. Shannon re- 





peated the street address for him. 

Next Shannon protested against the 
laundry at Ft. Myer, Va. Representa- 
tive Snell, New York Republican, wanted 
to know whi, if Mr. Shannon is so in- 
terested in keeping the government out 
of business, he voted for the Muscle 
Shoals bill “te put the government in 
business,” 

Representative Bacon, New York 
Republican, mentioned the Navy cloth- 
ing factory as being in competition with 
private interests. 

‘Lhe* only ones speaking against the 
resolution were Representative Snell, 
who said that while he was not in op- 
position to the subject matter “consider- 
ing the source from which it comes, I 
think there must be something hidden in 
the resolution itself that ought to be in- 
vestigated,” and the irrepressible Repre- 
sentative Tom Blanton who did not want 
any investigation but wanted to vote 
right away for the elimination of Post 
Exchanges and Commissaries of all 
types in the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

When the matter was put to a division 
the vote was 65 to 32 in favor of the 
measure. However, Blanton made a point 
of no quorum so the Speaker ordered a 
roll call which resulted in adoption of 
the resolution by a vote of 177 to 128.

act will not only discontinue the higher rates, 
but by eliminating all reimbursements of sub- 
sistence on an actual expense basis—requiring 
detailed itemization, subvouchers, etc.—should 
effect a considerable saving of time and ex- 
pense in the preparation and auditing of 
travel expense accounts. 

Under existing laws and regulations, auto- 
mobiles of officers and employees, on change 
of station, are being transported at Govern- 
ment expense in the United States or abroad, 
under the Department of Agriculture, the De- 
partment of Commerce, the Department of the 
Interior, the Department of Labor, the De- 
partment of State, the Treasury Department, 
the Veterans’ Administration, and, also, in 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, ete. The 
freight charges, together with the incidental 
expenses of preparation for shipment, etc., 
of the privately owned automobiles of officers 
and employees, in many cases, exceeds the 
value of the automobile transported, thus 
imposing on the Government an unreasonable 
burden. Furthermore, when an automobile is 
permitted to be transported with household 
effects, it gives rise to a tendency on the part 
of the officer or employee to include in the 
shipment, for the purpose of making up a 
carload lot, other articles which he other- 
wise would not transport. This provision 
should result in a substantial saving to the 
Government. 

The provision was retained prohibiting 
retired otlicers holding civilian positions 
under the government from drawing re- 
tired pay “at a rate in excess of an 
amount which when combined with the 
annual rate of compensation from such 
civilian office or position, makes the total 
rate from both sources more than $3,000; 
and when the retired pay amounts to or 
exceeds the rate of $3,000 per annum 
such person shall be entitled to the pay 
of the civilian office or position or the 
retired pay, which ever he may elect.” 
However, the clause exempting officers 
on the Emergency Officers Retired List 
and persons retired for disability in- 
curred in line of duty, was struck out by 
the committee. 

The Senate Committee also recom- 
mended reducing annua! leave for “civi- 
lian officers or employes of the Govern- 
ment” to 15 days. 

The provision authorizing the Presi- 
dent “at any time to disband the Philip- 
pine Scouts or to reduce the personnel 
thereof” was retained. 

The provision authorizing the Presi- 
dent to restrict transfers of officers or 
enlisted men from one post or station to 
another “to the greatest extent consis- 
tent with the public interest” also was 
retained. 

In treating of proposed consolidations 
the Senate added a clause providing 
that : 

The President is authorized and requested 
to proceed with setting up consolidations of 
the following governmental activities: * * * 
to merge such activities of the War and 
Navy Departments relating to the purchase 





of supplies and material as will effect 
economies in Federal expenditures. 

The entire section of the bill relating 
to the setting up of an Administration 
of Public Works was stricken out by the 
Senate Committee. 

The Senute committee, 
inserted provisions cutting the total 
amounts paid to war veterans, similar 
restrictions on the veterans having been 
struck from the bill by the House. Under 
the Senate Committee’s recommendations 
a general adjustment of veterans benetits 
would save $13,315,000; limiting the pay- 
ments to veterans in institutions, $5,570,- 
000; curtailing the number of retired 
emergency officers, $3,386,000; repeal of 
per diem allowances, $300,000; limitation 
of retroactive benefits, $13,694,000 ; trans- 
fer from compensation to pension rolls, 
$3,694,000, and restriction on revival of 
government insurance, $09,000,000, 


Financial Digest 

The daily average volume of Federal 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending May 25 as reported by 
the Federal reserve bunks was $2,005,- 
000,000, an increase of $61,000,000 com- 
pared with preceding week and $1,115.- 
00,000 compared with the corresponding 
week in 1931. 

On May 25 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,048,000,000, an increase 
of $60,000,000 for the week. This in- 
crease corresponds with an increase of 
$22,000,000 in member bank reserve 
balances and decreases of $67,000,000 in 
monetary gold stock and $9,000,000 in 
Treasury currency, adjusted, offset in 
part by a decrease of $39,000,000 in 
money in circulation. 

Holdings of discounted bills increased 
$6,000,000 at all Federal reserve banks, 
only minor changes occurring in the 
amounts held by the individual Federal 
reserve banks. The System’s holdings 
of bills bought in open market declined 


however, re- 





$3,000,000, while holdings of United 
States bonds increased $16,000,000, of 


Treasury notes $1,000,000 and of Treas- 
ury certificates and bills $42,000,000.

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New Air Corps Policy 


The fact that a new aviation policy is 
now being worked out by the War De- 
partment was revealed by Maj. Gen. B. 
D. Foulois, chief of the Air Corps, in, his 
testimony before the House Appropria- 
tion committee. 

The subject came up when Represen- 
tative Collins asked General Foulois “Is 
it the present policy of the War Depart- 
ment to make the Air Corps merely an 
auxiliary of the ground forces?” starting 
the following dialogue: 

General Foulois: “I really do not 
know. I have been endeavoring for sev- 
eral years to have a more definite policy 
fixed as to the proper role of the Air 
Corps in the scheme of national defense. 
I do not definitely know what the policy 
is, or where our place is at the present 
time in the scheme of national defense.” 

Mr. Collins: “In other words, there is 
no policy ?” 

General Foulois: “I believe you are 
right about that.” 

Mr. Collins: “Does not the recent or- 
der of the Adjutant General putting the 
Air Corps units under the commanders 
of the various corps areas indicate a 
tendency toward making the Air Corps 
merely an auxiliary of the ground 
force?” 

General Foulois : 
to be so; yes, sir.” 

Mr. Collins: “General, why has not a 
policy been fixed in the War Depart- 
ment?”

Formulating Policy 


General Foulois: “I can not say, Mr. 
Chairman, but I do know this, that in 
recent conferences with the Chief of 
Staff, General MacArthur, I know that 
he personally is endeavoring to develop 
a more definite policy as regards the 
place of aviation in national defense. 

“I say this, particularly, because of 
his recent instructions to me regarding 
plans for air defense, which, when final- 
ly developed and approved, should more 
adequately fix the proper place for avia- 
tion in the scheme of national defense. 
At least, an aviation policy is now under 
way which I have been instructed to de- 














velop, especially in connection with air 
coast defense, which is the primary basis 
from which any practical air defense 
plan should start.” 

Mr. Wright: “You have felt that a 
policy should be drawn up and adopted?” 

General Foulois: “We have always 
been anxious to see military aviation 
expanded, so as to take a more promi- 
nent place in connection with national 
defense, and be used, as we know it must 
be used, as the Nation’s first line of 
defense, and immediately ready for com- 
bat duty at the very beginning of any 
nationa] major emergency.” 

General Foulois also told the commit- 
tee that it is his opinion that the Na- 
tional Defense Act is “due to be rewrit- 
ten.” 

“Do you not think,” Mr. Collins asked, 
“that it is about time that we should be 
basing our mobilization plans on some- 
thing besides personnel?” 

“T do, yes, sir,” General Foulois re- 
plied, “I think they should be based en- 
tirely on the material needs of a force in 
time of war.” 

At one point Mr. Collins asked General 
Foulois if he saw any tendency to place 
the Air Corps in the position of “an 
auxiliary of the land forces, as a sort 
of aid to the Cavalry, to the Coast Ar- 
tillery, and to the Field Artillery.” 

“Not any more so than has existed 
during the last 10 years,” General Fou- 
lois replied, “in so far as utilizing the 
Air Corps for cooperation with ground 
troops. We have always felt that the 
Air Corps had a bigger mission than just 
simply earrying out short range opera- 
tions in direct cooperation with our own 
ground troops. We have always felt 
that the Air Force itself—that is, the 
pursuit, bombardment, and attack ele- 
ment of the force—provides a_ swift 
striking weapon, to be used in connection 
with the major strategical and tactical 
operations of the Army as well as the 
Navy, although normally and naturally 
under the control of whoever is placed 
in command of the theater of opera- 
tions.” 

Reduction of Officers 


Regarding a reduction in officers the 
following dialogue occurred : 

Mr. Collins: “General, what effect 
would a reduction in the number of offi- 
cers in the Regular Army from 12,000 to 
10,000 have upon the effectiveness of the 
Army?” 

General Foulois: “I would hesitate to 
say what effect it would have on the 
effectiveness of the entire Army, because 
I have not made a study of the require- 
ments in connection with the other 
branches of the Army. I believe that a 
great many of the activities that are 
now being carried on in the military ser- 
vice, which are now considered neces- 
sary, such as training with the Organ- 
ized Reserves and with the other compo- 
nents of the land forces, must ultimately 
be curtailed. How much of the miscel- 
laneous activities of the Regular Army, 
which have been taken on since the 
World War, should be reduced, is a mat- 
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ter that I am not competent to answer 
without more detailed study.” 

Mr. Collins: “Well, suppose I ask you 
that in this way: If that expense of 
personnel were used in adding to the 
modern implements of warfare, would 
we have a larger degree of national mili- 
tary defense or a lesser degree?” 

General Foulois: “I would say, from 
my own knowledge of Air Corps affairs, 
that in line with the policy that matériel 
should dominate the question of person- 
nel, it would be a very good thing to put 
some of the additional expense into ma- 
tériel rather than into personnel.”
